He have been deeply concerned by the serious 
buaan rights abuses that have occurred In Argentina, 
and «• are in frequent contact with officials of the 
Argentine Government on this issue. He have conveyed 
our concerns to the Argentine Governaent at the highest 
levels and have discussed the overall huaan rights 
situation as well as a large nuaber of individual 
cases. 





The United States has taken several measures 
to underscore our deep concern over the huaan rights 
situation. Argentina is barred by law from participating 
in the Foreign Military Sales program, and Munitions 
List-controlled items may not be exported to Argentina. 

He have opposed Argentine loan requests in the international 
financial institutions when the projects to be financed 
do not clearly meet basic huaan needs. He have submitted 
inquiries to the Argentine Foreign Office on hundreds 
of cases of disappeared and detained persons. He 
have repeatedly expressed our deep concern over the 
detention of Jacobo Tinerman and have urged the Argentine 
authorities to release him from oustody. 
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He have bean encouraged by reports that the tmtant 
of long-term political detainees ha» bogus to Improve 
and that the Argentine Government recently issued 
new unifora regulations governing prison administration 
tbrougbout tbe country. He are also eno Oo raged by 
recent indications tbst tbe Governaeat of Argentina 
bas intervened to teralnate abductions, tbe "disappearances. * 

Tou asy be aware that tbe Inter-American Coaaisslon 
on Hunan Bights will visit Argentina in tbe near future 
to study tbe buaan rights situation in depth. He 
hope there will be further inprovenents in hunan rights 
in connection with the visit. 

He will continue to aonitor closely the hunan 
rights situation in Argentina and to urge tbe Government 
of Argentina to take effective neasures to restore 
protection of the integrity of the person and other 
fundamental human rights. He sincerely hope that 
improvements in the respect for basic human rights 
will permit an early return to tbe traditional pattern 
of cordial relations that both of our countries seek.
